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ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Chartered in 1638 


The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and The Third Oldest Chartered Military Company in 
the World. 


As the settlements which followed the landing at Plymouth in 
1620 increased and spread, there was no organized military force 
for protection against the Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were 
formed in different settlements but these were only local volunteer 
companies and there was no joint action or centralized authority. 


Many of the settlers had in England been members of the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London which was organized 
and chartered in 1537, and is today the second oldest chartered 
military company inthe world. Thus it was natural that the mili- 
tary training they had received in that Company should lead them 
to form a similar organization in the new country. In 1637 a 
Company was formed, and Governor Winthrop was petitioned 
for a Charter. He refused the request because he feared the 
establishment of a military force which might overthrow the civil 
power. 


However, in March 1638, the Governor finally granted a 
Charter to “The Military Company of the Massachusetts”. On the 
first Monday in June following, an election of Officers was held on 
Boston Common, the Common then being an open field leading 
down to the Charles River. The ballots were cast on the head of the 
drum which was placed in front of the Company. Since that time, 
the Company has maintained the tradition of its annual elections 
on Boston Common on the first Monday in June by casting the 
ballots on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert 


Keayne whose home was on the corner of State and Washington 
Streets. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable Artillery 
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Company of London. He bequeathed to the Town of Boston the 
land at the head of State Street for a Town House and the money 
to build it providing, however, that the Military Company should 
have a room in the Town House for an Armory. 

The Town House was designed and constructed by Thomas 
Joy, a leading architect and builder, and a member of the Com- 
pany. The building stood for more than half a century, but was 
destroyed by fire in 1711, and on its site was erected the venerated 
building now knownas The Old State House. Since 1746, the Com- 
pany has been headquartered at Faneuil Hall—an historic citadel 
known to all Americans. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum 
and Library which is without equal in the United States. Here are 
relics of every war in which this Country has been engaged since 
its settlement. On the walls of the Armory hang the portraits of 
most of the Captains who have commanded the Company since 
1638 to the present day. The Armory is open to the public and 
many thousands of visitors are registered every year in the Guest 
Book. 


Through the years, members of the Company maintained 
leadership positions in the social, civil and military life of the 
Colony. They were first in organizing churches and supporting 
them; they were prominent in framing and administering the laws 
of the Colony; they were foremost in the introduction of manufac- 
turing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the Chief 
military minds of the Colony. and among the first in its defense. 
Many of them were public benefactors, contributing of their 
wealth to eduction, religion and charity. 


The members of the Company trod the field of every battle- 
field of New England; they fought for freedom on foreign soil; they 
judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town 
government and levelled forests; they were active in settling the 
towns of the frontier. Nine-tenths of the Company were loyal to 
the Colonies in the Revolution and, by their experience in the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, they served on every 
battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bun- 
ker Hill and Bennington through Valley Forge to Yorktown. 
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This is the Company that Washington knew; that Franklin saw 
march through the streets of Boston; that John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams visited; that has had five members who received 
our nation’s highest military decoration—the Medal of Honor— 
and has had four of its members serve in the world’s most 
important office—President of the United States. Presidents James 
Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F Ken- 
nedy weremembers., This is the same Company which has always 
stood for, and always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 


The Company is led by the Captain Commanding, assisted by 
the First Lieutenant and the Second Lieutenant, all of whom who 
are elected annually. Also elected annually are the Quartermaster, 
Paymaster, Commissary and Personnel Adjutant. The Captain 
and Lieutenants can serve only one year and, traditionally, move 


up. 


There are a number of other officers appointed each year, 
including the Chief of Staff and the Adjutant, as well as a number 
of members who are elected or appointed to various committees. 


Twelve Sergeants are elected each year, and they are respon- 
sible for leading their sections in parades, as well as running a 
variety of events and providing entertainment through the year. 


The highlight of each Company year is June Day, officially 
known as the June Anniversary. After lunch at Faneuil Hall, the 
Company assembles outside and parades to Boston Common, 
stopping for the annual Church Service on the way. 


On the Common, there is a pass-in-review; the drumhead 
election, which has been traditional since 1638; and the ceremonial 
installation of the new officers by the Governor of the Common- 
wealth. 


The parade then continues to the hotel where the Anniversary 
Banquet is held. The Ancients are joined for the days events by a 
number of other historical military units. The Massachusetts National 
Guard provides the band for the parade and the necessary artillery 
cannons for the salutes to the Governor on the Common. 
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Current voting membership consists of 550 regular members 
and approximately 300 life members who have served over 20 
years. There are also approximately 150 Right of Descentmembers 
whose membership derives from being directly descended from 
ancestors who were members of the Company during the first 
hundred years, 1638-1738.

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The three hundred and forty ninth year of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts in world history 
was one of government and religious scandals, terrorism, political 
upheavals, and natural, maritime and air disasters. The precur- 
sors of all this unhappiness and misery that was to come were two 
events that happened earlier in 1986, the U.S. space shuttle Chal- 
lenger explosion of January 28 and the rupture of a nuclear reactor 
at the Soviet Union’s Chernobyl power station April 26. 


There were omens of better things to come, however, the 
rededication of the Statue of Liberty on its hundredth anniversary 
and the planning for the upcoming celebration of the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of the signing of the U.S. Constitution. 


Other hopeful harbingers of better things to come were the 
meeting of President Reagan and Soviet Union’s leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev at Reykjavik, Iceland, also, the national crusade for 
young people to say “no” to drugs because efforts to stem the flow 
of crack (a solid, smokable cocaine) had been unsuccessful. 


In science promising new technologies were emerging with 
the announcement that the federal government had finalized 
plans for the Superconducting Super Collider (SSC) a giant circu- 
lar particle accelerator, or atom smasher fifty miles in circumfer- 
ence with half of the states of the union competing to be the one 
selected as the construction site. Astronomers too had something 
of a super nature to report, the sighting of a supernova — an ex- 
ploding star. The first since the year 1604. It blew apart some 
150,000 years ago.

Report of 1986 Pre-Trip Committee 
Helsinki, Leningrad and Stockholm 
12 June 1986 thru 24 June 1986 


On 12 June 1986, the 349th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
Committee consisting of Bg William P. Koughan, Captain Com- 
manding, MAJ M. Joseph DeMatteo, First Lieutenant, MAJ Arthur 
E. Nashawaty, Second Lieutenant, LTC Frank J. Sidoti, Sr., Pay- 
master, and MAJ John A. Moore, Adjutant met at Logan Interna- 
tional Airport to leave on the pre-trip inspection tour. Also travel- 
ing with the committe at their own expense, were SGT Robert D. 
Connors, First Sergeant of Infantry, LT Albert G. Fiorenza, First 
Sergeant of Artillery, SGT Robert A. Hall, Sergeant of Infantry, 
SGT Francis P. Collins, Sergeant of Artillery, and Comrade Brian 
R. Pollack, Travel Agent. On hand to see us off were LCDR George 
E. Peznola, Past Commander, COL William F. DiPesa, Past Com- 
mander, COL Charles F. Hoar, Executive Secretary, CPT Albert J. 
Mundo and SGT Joseph W. Howard. 


After a very pleasant flight on FinnAir, we arrived in Helsinki, 
Finland on 13 June. We were met by our tour guide and taken to 
our hotel. The Hesperia Hotel is a relatively new hotel that has just 
added 200 more rooms and two new restaurants. It has a large 
sauna area with an indoor pool, and excellent night club, and some 
limited casino activities. The hotel location is walking distance to 
shopping and dining facilities. 


The hotel management is very friendly and wants to please. 
They gave us two samplings for the banquet dinner, both of which 
were quite good. 


BG Koughan, MAJ Moore and Brian Pollack had a meeting 
with COL Christensen, head of the Finnish Military Foreign Sec- 
tion, and others to discuss the FFTD activities in Helsinki. 


On 14 June we left for Leningrad. Here we stayed at the Hotel 
Pribaltiyskaya, which is located on the Gulf of Finland. Built in 
1979 as a tourist hotel, it has all the amenities of a western hotel 
including sauna, nightclub, several restaurants and bars, a bank, a 
post office and two duty free stores. U.S. currency and charge 
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cards are used and encouraged. 


The City of Leningard is the most beautiful and historic city in 
the Soviet Union. Our visit here was both a learning experience 
and a lesson in history. There are many wonderful places to visit 
including the Summer Palace, Winter Palace and St. Isaac’s Cathe- 
dral, now a museum. However, the Hermitage Museum, easily 
one of the greatest art treasures in the world today, will make 
anyone’s visit to Leningrad most worthwhile and memorable. 


On 16 June the committee met with MG Ivan Klochkov, Vice 
Chairman for Veterans in the Soviet Union and Vice Admiral 
George Stepanov, Chairman of Leningrad Committee of Veterans 
(both retired) to arrange a military ceremony in Leningrad. BG 
Koughan so impressed them with his presentation that they 
agreed to participate in a short parade with usincluding a band.

Also included was an evening at a theater to see an excellent 
performance by a troup of 70 colorful costumed Ukranian Folk 
Dancers. A similar show or the ballet or opera is being arranged as 
an option in October. 


In the late afternoon of 16 June we left Leningrad and returned 
to the Hesperia Hotel in Helsinki, Finland. 


The next day 17 June, BG Koughan, MAJ DeMatteo, MAJ 
Moore and Brian Pollock met with the U.S. Ambassador to Finland 
Rockwell A. Schnabel to confirm his attendance at our banquet 
and our other functions in Helsinki. 


That afternoon the same group met with Finnish military 
officials and veterans groups to finalize plans for our short parade 
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and wreath laying ceremony at their war memorial. All were 
pleased with the meeting and are looking forward to October. 


The following day a group of six of us took what will be an 
optional side trip to the city of Rovaniemi, Finland. It is located 
north of the Artic Circle in the Lappland area of Finland. This was 
a very exciting trip and is recommended to the Company. To give 
too many details would spoil the fun. 


On Thursday 19 June, MAJ Nashawaty and MAJ Moore met 
with Father Miika Heikenheimo, pastor of the Church in the Rocks 
to work out details for our Sunday services for 5 October. All went 
well and they are looking forward to having us.

As weassemble in the exquisite church in stone, of several tongues, 
religious traditions and national origins, we are lifted in worship 
above our ownindividual histories, and even this moment in time. 
Our forebearers all lived out their lives with the common hope and 
prayer that their children and their children’s children would one 
day dwell in peace. And they knew instinctively that sucha peace 
must be coupled with liberty, and that it was so ordained at the 
very beginning of creation. Our gathering here in prayer is in a 
sense a testimony of that age long quest, evolved from despotism 
to democracy, and flowered into the fragil beauty of freedom. 


My introduction to Scandinavia came after the war, at which time 
I was directing a children’s refugee camp in France. During those 
years, I first traveled to these northern nations of the summer sun, 
and fell in love with Scandinavia. in fact, it would be more honest 
to say that I fell in love with one Scandinavian in particular - a 
beautiful, blue eyed blond, with cameo complexion. She had 
joined in our work with war orphans in the French Alps. But alas, 
the Atlantic Ocean was too vast, aseminarians budget too meager, 
and the apprehension of her Lutheran pastor father, too great. 
That love story now blends in with countless others who discov- 
ered the enchanting beauty of Scandinavia. 


But no American can full understand the diversity of life in these 
Separate and sovereign states, or fully unravel their individual 
histories - the balance between the Cross and the Sword in the 13th 
century, the mixture of Viking Royalties in the Middle Ages, the 
power alignmentsin the Balticbetween Russiaand Europe and the 
swift cultural growth of the 19th century (while the rest of Europe 
was distracted by bloodshed and internal unrest.) Finland, at that 
time, enjoyed a Golden Age of literature, commerce and science. 


Coming from our own Cradle of Liberty in Boston, we do, how- 
ever, have a great appreciation for the hard won freedom here in 
Finland. Our own War for Independence was won only after the 
heroic sacrifices of our native sons - the Patriots of Concord, 
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Lexington and Charlestown - each, who left behind both plough 
and hearth, to shoulder the musket with sacred honor. So, too, did 
the Finnish patriots fight and die to secure their precious liberty. 


As New Englanders, we are conscious of the parallel between the 
banding together of the citizens in the New World, with the 
longtime quest of the people of Finland, who proclaimed their 
independence on December 6, 1917. Together, we share our heroic 
histories, born of blood, and grafted into the common dream of 
“Freedom and Liberty for all”. 


Since the beginning of the Christian Era, this hearty stock of people 
have endured political pressures from East and West, while 
struggling with the sometimes harsh environment of this winter 
archipelago. In doing so, they offer a model of the wholistic, 
balancing the physical, mental, and spiritual aspects of life. Their 
integration of urban culture with the solitude of an individual 
enjoying a lakeside sunset inspires us. The entwinement of democ- 
racy and dream with a reverence of primordial beauty, helps to 
reveal to all the potential of God’s creation. 


Also, as Americans, we look to this smaller nation of Finland with 
a nostalgia for the qualities of life we once cherished, but which 
now seem to be diminished. Here the emphasis is upon family life, 
time devoted to the love and rearing of children, the equality of 
medical assistance, and a respect for the elderly, with provision for 
their housing. At home, our current preoccupation is with the 
illegal use of drugs, crime, and shelters for the unwanted. With our 
great American heritage, there is today a sense of pain and sadness 
whenever that American dream is diluted. 


A few weeks ago, I watched a TV program on illiteracy in the 
world. It was reported that Finland is the second most literate 
nation in the world. It was also stated that a royal decree was one 
issued that a test for literacy be made before the issuance of a 
marriage license. I am not sure that all the brides and grooms 
whose vows I have witnessed at the altar, would pass such a test. 
But the lamp of knowledge must always burn bright where 
freedom and truth reside. 
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Since the terrible days of World War II, when such awful tragedies 
were inflicted, the whole human family has offered on universal 
prayer - a petition for peace. Even the youngest school child now 
realizes that this planet home of ours is destructable through 
today’s technological tools of war. 


As President Reagen and Secretary Gorbachev meet next week 
(not far from here), the hearts of all humanity will again be united 
in that univeral prayer for peace. In places of worship suchas this, 
the celebration of life and hope will be that lamp of light which 
curses the darkness of death and despair. We must trust that the 
Light of the World, God’s Light, will triumph, and this His 
kingdom will come on earth as it is in heaven. 


Reverend Pastor Taivallahti, honored dignitaries, fellow Ancients, 
and citizens of this fair daughter of the Baltic, we the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts come here to 
salute you and share in the worship of Almighty God. Your great 
nation of Finland is a Lady of Liberty here in Northern Europe. 


Together, with you, we sing the song for the sweet lands of liberty. 


“Long may our land be bright - With freedom’s holy light - Protect 
us by the might - Great God our King.” AMEN

It is something that a lot of Americans may not be aware of but we 
havea great bond with Finland dated back many years. The US has 
remained a free and independentnation for over 200 years. Thanks 
to people suchas yourselves, the men of the Ancient and Honorary 
Artillery Company, the third oldest military organization in the 
world, I would like very much for you to join me ina salute to the 
men and women everywhere in the world engaged in the defense 
of freedom and national independence. Thankyou.”

On various fronts, in the air and at sea, Soviet and American 
soldiers struggled against a common enemy. Now they are to- 
gether again. And once again their struggle is a common one - for 
peace on earth. They spoke about this on meeting one another. 


The eternal flame of the Monument glows. Short military 
commands in English and Russian ring out. The old soldiers stand 
indress formation. Mournfully they lay wreathes of red carnations 
at the foot of the Motherland Monument. Waving in the wind are 


the state flags of the Soviet Union and the United States, battle 
standards... 


The solemn ceremony is over, but the comrades-in-arms do 
not hurry to part from each other. They take pictures at the 
memorial, and talk to each other about themselves or their fami- 
lies. There is at this moment no language barrier between them, as, 
truly, is the case with any friends. And, mainly, there is peace, won 
at so dear a cost, and so essential to preserve. 


“This meeting on the soil of Leningrad has very much inspired 
me,” says Captain William Koughan of the Honorable Artillery 
Company. “I know about war; thatis why I value peace. One of our 
traditions is to pay tribute to those who fell in World War II in 
various countries. We have come to Leningrad on the eve of the 
meeting between President R. Reagan and General-Secretary M.S. 
Gorbachev. I hope that Rejkavik successfully concludes that which 
we veterans have begun here.” 


“I remember our meeting with the American soldiers on the 
Elbe as if it were today, “I.G. Goryachev, Captain-Lieutenant, 
Retired, says with emotion. “The feelings were those of brothers 
who had not seen eachotherina long time. Then we vowed eternal 
friendship. I know that the American people do not want war. 
Therefore, we who struggled with fascism forty years ago ought to 
do everything possible to halt the arms race and curb the military 
circles that are pushing the world to mindless catastrophe. I 
believe that, in the end, reason will triumph.” 


“We in America place great faith in the summit meeting,” 
offers Joseph Chilli. “How much calmer it would be on our planet 
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if nuclear explosions were halted. The Soviet moratorium is a first 
and important step in that direction. With all my heart I wish the 
people of Leningrad, all the Soviet people, the happiness and 
peace which they rightfully deserve.” 


“And never let fade the glory of those who gave their lives for 
our common victory,” adds General Eugene McAuliffe. 


The veterans do not rush to their buses. Ahead of them is an 
acquaintance with Leningrad, with the Soviet people, who genu- 
inely want peace and will do everything possible to preserve it. In 
this our American guests are at one with us.

SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 


The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was 
held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 


Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee. 
proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Fiftieth An- 
niversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, for the purpose of continuing their 
pleasant and friendly associations as members of that 
Committee, to cherish and keep alive whatever is, and has 
been of interest in that memorable Celebration, and to 
give their influence and assistance to any good work for 
the welfare and advancement of the Company; agree to 
form themselves into a Club to be known as the — 15 
Club.” 


The following gendemen were the original members of the 
Club. All, with the exception of the last five, served as Captain of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts:

Captain Edward E. Allen was Chairman of the Comnuttce 
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The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, there 
were no Bylaws. Motions regulating the Organization, however, 
have been made at various meetings. At a special meeting on 15 May 
1973, Bylaws were adopted. 


At the annual meeting, 11 February 1916, the name of the Club 
was changed from the “15 Club” to the ‘Past Commanders Asso- 
ciation of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” At the 
annual meeting, 12 March 1933, the name was changed to “The 
Society of Past Commanders, Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company.” At the annual meeting, 15 September 1973, by amend- 
ment of the newly adopted Bylaws, the name was changed to the 
“Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts.” 


Captain Fred E. Bolton was the last member to join the “15 
Club" and was the last surviving member at the time of his death in 
October 1938. 


Since the organization. 8 May 1890 there have been but six 
Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent Secre- 
tary, served from 1890 to 1924; Captain Thomas H. Ratigan from 
1925 to 1933; Brigadier General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 to 
1953; Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 to 1959; Cap- 
tain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to 1974, and Major General 1. Jerome 
O'Connor from 1974 to date. 


There have been but seven Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, elected 
Permanent Treasurer, served from 1890 to 1894; Captain Fottler 
from 1894 to 1933; Major Lionel G. H. Palmer from 1933 to 1938; 
Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1938 to 1958; Colonel Raymond F. 
Rauscher from 1958 to 1959; Colonel Augustus J. Migell from 1959 
to 1976, and Colonel Walter T. Anzoni from 1976 to date. 


The silver reproduction of the Gorget worn by the Captain 
Commanding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts was added to the seal on the menus in 1934. Gold 
replaced the silver in 1980.

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Remarks of Captain Commanding Koughan at 
Governors Luncheon, 16 February 1987 


We arrived at this celebration of a birthday filled with a 
lifetime’s exposure to legends about a man — from cutting down 
acherry tree to crossing the Delaware, to refusing to be made king. 
As members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, we 
can appreciate the greatness of George Washington in several 
capacities. Asa military body weacknowledge his skill in battle, in 
leadership of fighting men, in his magnificent ability to move 
forward after defeat. A British officer once described Washing- 
ton’s soldiers as “a bad collection of broken innkeepers, horse 
jockeys, and Indian traders.” But Washington had the genius of 
covert those raw, often ragtag soldiers into a winning military 
force. 

In this year of the Constitution we are concious particulary of 
Washington as the statesman, the man with the genius again to 
unite disparate factions, to create order out of chaos. In 1786 
Washington was deeply concerned over the weakness of the 
Confederation. He wrote, “We are fast verging to anarchy and 
confusion.” Here in Massachusetts, open revolt broke out with 
Shay’s Rebellion. At this point Washington answered the call to go 
to Philadelphia for a convention to revise the Articles of Confed- 
eration. Bells rang, people lined the streets and cheered in wel- 
come. After a long hot summer, held firmly to the task through the 
leadership of Washington, the delegates forged the magnificent 
document — a body of laws which provided for the seperation of 
powers, the appropriate strengths in both the national govern- 
ment and the states — a document which continues to shape our 
destiny today. 

For an estimate of George Washington, we can turn to a con- 
temporary who knew him well, who served with him in the 
Virginia legislature and later as his Secretary of State. Thomas 
Jefferson said of Washington: 


“He was, in every sense of the word, a wise, a good and a 


great man. It may be truly said, that never did nature and 
fortune combine more perfectly to make a man great.” 
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Now, just one closing note — George Washington died at the 
age of 67 on 14 Dec 1799. His death was attributed to complications 
which developed after an attack of laryngitis. Gentlemen, lest a 
similar and untimely fate befalls your Captain, I shall close witha 
note of thanks to our guests, my fellow officers and membersall for 
taking the time the pause and reflect with me on this Birthday of 
Our First President.

Herewith is an edited abridgement of a 
letter written by Paul Revere to Jeremy Belknap. 


Dear Sir, 


Having a little leisure, I wish to fulfill my promise of giving 
you some facts which I do not remember to have seen in any 
history of the American Revolution. 

In the year 1773 I was employed by the Selectmen of the Town 
of Boston to carry the account of the destruction of the tea to New 
York. 

In the fall of 1774 and winter of 1775 I was one of upwards of 
thirty, chiefly mechahics, who formed ourselves into a committee 
for the purpose of watching the movements of British soldiers. 

In that winer, towards the spring, we frequently took turns, 
two and two, to watch the soldiers by patroling the streets all 
night. On Saturday, the 15th of April, at about 12 o'clock at night, 
the boats belonging to the British transport were all launched, and 
carried under the sterns of the Men of War. We likewise found that 
the Grenadiers and Light Infantry were all taken off duty. 

From these movements, we expected something serious was 
to be transacted. On Sunday, by desire of Dr. Warren, I went ot 
Lexington, to Messrs. Hancock and Adams, who were at the Rev. 
Mr. Clark’s. I returned at nigth through Charlestown; there I 
agreed with a Col. Conant, and some other Gentlemen, that if the 
British went out of Boston by water, we would show two lanterns 
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in the North Church steeple; and if by land, one asa signal; for we 
were apprehensive it would be difficult to cross the Charles River, 
or get over Boston Neck, with the alarm. 

On Tuesday evening, the 18th, it was observed that a number 
of soldiers were marching towards the water at the bottom of the 
Common. About 10 o’clock Dr. Warren sent in great haste for me, 
and begged that I would immediately set off for Lexington, where 
Messrs. Hancock and Adams were, and acquainted them of the 
movement, and that it was thought that they were the objects of it. 
When I got to Dr. Warren’s house, I founded he had already sent 
a messenger by land to Lexington — a Mr. William Dawes. 

Tleft Dr. Warren’s, called upon a friend, and desired him to 
make the signals. Two other friends rowed me across Charles 
River, a little to the eastward of where the Somerset Man-of-War 
lay. They landed me on Charlestown side. When I got into town, 
Imet Col. Conant, and several others; they said they had seen our 
signals. 

I set off upon a very good horse; it was then about 11 o’clock 
and very pleasant. After I had passed Charlestown Neck, I saw 
two men on horseback under a tree. When I got near them, I 
discoverd they were British officers. One tried to get ahead of me, 
and the other to take me. 

The one who chased me, endeavoring to cut me off, got into a 
clay pond near where the new tavern is now built. I got clear of 
him, and went through Medford, over the bridge and up to 
Menotomy. In Medford I awakened the Captain of the Minute 
Men; and after that, I alarmed almost every house, ‘til I got to 
Lexington. I found Messrs. Hancock and Adams at the Rev. Mr. 
Clark’s and I told them my errand. 

Thus, Sir, I have endeavored to give you a short detail of some 
matters, of which perhaps no person but myself have documents 
or knowledge. I have mentioned some names which you are 
acquainted with: I wish you would ask them, if they canremember 
the circumstances I alude to.

It should be noted for our records that on 20 September 
1986, the newest most sophisticated fighting ship of the United 
States Navy was commissioned here in Boston. As the ship stood 
in full view of the Bunker Hill Monument, the U.S.S. Bunker Hill 
(CG52) became accepted as a fully operational missile cruiser of 
the United States Nacy. 


While the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
did not have a formal role to perform, a large number of our 
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company were present at this historical occasion. The principal 
speaker, The Honorable Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass), United 
States Senator, endorsed the need for a strong Nacy and for ships 
like the Bunker Hill to keep it that way. 


Anitem of great history took place on 22 September 1986, 
when the U.S.S. Constitution, the oldest commissioned ship of the 
U.S. Navy and the world, sailed to the mouth of Boston Harbor to 
salute the U.S.S. Bunker Hill, the newest commissioned of the U.S. 
Navy, asit sails off to duty in the Pacific Fleet and home port of San 
Diego.

349 FIELD DAY 
BGEN ROBERT M. DURKEE, CHAPLAIN 


The summer of 1787 was the hotest in 40 years. 


George Washington had recently settled a dispute between 
Maryland and Virginia which almost came to bloodshed 


The British still held territories to the North, the Spanish to the 
South. 


Currency in one state could not be spentin another. Nine of the 
thirteen states maintained their own navies. Inflation was ram- 
pant. Government credit was rapidly falling. 


There was no perfect union. There was very little domestic 
tranquility, the states were anything by united! 


Two hundred years ago, 55 men from 12 states gathered in the 
Pennsylvania State House, now known as Independence Hall. In 
spite of the oppresive heat, the windows were kept closed for fear 
of eavesdroppers. Together the delegates began to hammer upon 
the anvil of hard times and to forge a Constitution for the United 
States of America. 


That event took place a century and a half after the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company was chartered in Boston. During 
the 149 years, the early settlement of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony emerged into an independent state. The separation be- 
tween the mother and child was painful. Taxation without repre- 
sentation was the catalyst. A Tea Party in Boston Harbor was the 
symbolic break. Then, shots were fired that were heard around the 
world. It was the birth pain of a new nation. 


After the War of Independence, all did not go well. True, there 


were no more British soldier or King’s governors. But there was an 
enormous debt to be paid...a war debt. 
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Here in Massachusetts, the payment of that debt led to open 
rebellion, an event that had much to do with all that led to the 
assembly that was later to meet in Philadelphia. 


Imagine what it was like to be a farmer in the late seventeen 
hundres. The ground was hilly and rocky, animals and human 
brawn did the work of what mechanized equipment does today. 
And, because there was no solid currency, farmers bartered and 
swapped goods with neighbors. Also, with very limited property, 
many lacked the qualifications to vote. 


When the merchants passed resolutions for higher taxes to pay 
off the war debt, many farmers were unable to pay. The result -- 
their property was seized by the court. Does all of that sound a bit 
familiar today in the small farms across America. When Governor 
Dukakis visited Iowa recently, he heard the same cries of distress 
that we voiced in the town meetings in out commonwealth 200 
years ago. 


Daniel Shea, a Revolutionary War Veteran, emerged as a 
leader of the protesting farmers, demanded that the Massachu- 
setts Courts refrain from foreclosures of private farms. 


_InJanuary 1878, thesituation became desperate. A large group 
of insurgents marched on the Springfield Federal Arsenal. Their 
purpose was to seize guns and ammunition. 


Shea led the main body of rebels against the arsenal, which 
was defended by 1200 militia under the command of General 
Shepard. Daniel Shea was foiled by an intercepted message. 


General Shepherd ordered the canons to be fired over the 
heads of the advancing farmers. When they refused to halt, he 
gave the order to fire into their ranks. Four farmers were killed and 
twenty lay wounded on the field. In your mind’s eye, imagine the 
desperation of those farmers, with their weathered expressions 
and homespun work clothes, their wives and children waiting at 
home, where chores were never ended, struggling to plant and 


harvest a crop, and survive. Foreclsoure meant the end for the 
whole family! 
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History notes that Daniel Shea was condemned to death. 
However, he did escape to Vermont, and was later pardoned. But 
he never returned to Massachusetts. Shea’s Rebellion was to have 
a momentous effect a few months later in Philadelphia. The 
farmers of the Constitution were poignantly aware of the desper- 
ate plight of the farmers. Citizens every where began to realize the 
need fora centralized authority, even if it meant giving up some of 
their independence under the state rule. In May, a meeting was 
called in Philadelphis to review the Articles of Conferation. That 
gathering became the Constitutional Convention. 


After the hot summer months, when their work was com- 
pleted, George Washington said that it was nothing less than a 
miracle. 


Most American could not begin to imagine living in a country 
wherer the state restricts religious beliefs, or censors speech, or 
does not permit its citizens to vote in a free election. 


As Ancients, we have the advantage of traveling to other parts 
of the world where such freedoms do not always exist. We have 
seen the poverty of South America, and visited a closed society in 
the Soviet Union, and the military alert that divides North and 
South Korea. And we returned home with a new sense of pride in 
our nation and gratitude for our consitutional republic. 


In the Armory at Fanueil Hall there are thirteen steps leading 
up to the Headquarters room. Each commemorates in a bronze 
plate the names of the thirteen states in the order of their accep- 
tance of the Constitution. Behind each plaque is a dramatic drama 
of debate that took place in each of those states before the docu- 
ment was ratified. 


For instance, in Massachusetts, delegates worked through the 
winter, struggling over every word of the Philadephia draft. When 
the final vote was taken, it was very close, 187 voting to accept the 
Constitution, while 168 remained opposed. In some states, the 
vote was within only a few for passage. 


Just 10 years later, one of the first flagships of the U.S. Navy 
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was builtin Boston, and christened the “Constitution”. The 94 gun 
frigate proved to be heroic in battle and was the affectionate 
darling of the fleet, nicknamed “Old Iron Sides”. 


The defenses of that ship symbolizes the heroic deeds that 
have defended our ship of state. Since the ratificaiton of the 
Constitution, we the people of the United States of America have 
struggled and fought and died to preserve it! 


We have seen that most recently in the valiant sacrifice of 37 
men abroad the USS STARK. As far away from those shores as the 
Persian Gulf, they were keeping the watch, for freedom. And they 
died for that cause. 


There is a story of a young boy that illustrates that sacrifice. 
The boy’s sister was critically ill and needed a transfusion. Her 
blood type was rare, and the young boy was the only possible 
donor. When asked by his parents if he would donate blood to save 
his saister’s life he hesitates and wept. But finally he gave his 
consent. After the transfusion, the young lad looked up and asked 
the doctor, “When do I die?”. It took a while for the question to 
register with the doctor, but suddenly he realized that in the 
child’s willingness to give his blood to save his sister’s life, the boy 
thought it meant all of his blood. 


_ Those who have given of their blood to preserve and protect 
this “more perfect union” must never be forgotten. From Get- 
tysburg, to Flanders Field, from Tripoli to Iwo Jima, from the 
North African campaign to the North Atlantic Seas, from Pork 
Chop Hill to Saigon, our soldiers, sailor, marines and airmen have 
kept the watch. 


; That which was first debated behind closed doors in Philadel- 
phia, and ratified by thirteen state legislators, has been heralded 
around the globe. The Vioce of America with freedom and justice 


for all, is indeed what Thomas Jefferson called “the last hope of 
human liberty”. 


Let us never forget those who first framed that dream in our 
Constitution, or those who gave their life’s blood to keep it alive.

I would just like to begin by saying that am honored to be here 
tonight representing our city, the City of Boston, and Mayor 
Raymond L. Flynn. ; 

Incoming Captain Tierney, outgoing Captain Commanding 
Koughan, honored Clergy, General Kelly, Colonel Anzoni, Super- 
intendent Burchill, honored guests, and members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company: 

I’m going to be brief tonight, and I’m basically going to talk 
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about money, and how money is going to play a part in this 
upcoming year, this very important year, not only for the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company on its 350th Anniversary, but 
also for Faneuil Hall. 

For Mayor Flynnand the City of Boston, I would like to say that 
our city is proud to help the Ancient and Honorables celebrate 
their 349th Anniversary on the occasion of the annual Drumhead 
Election. Mutual trust, respect, reciprocity, and concern for Boston 
and its prosperity have marked the relationship the Ancient and 
Honorables have enjoyed with the City of Boston since 1656, when 
Robert Keayne willed to the town the present site of the Old State 
House. 

Keayne also left money to build a Town House, provided it was 
reserved for meetings of the Ancient and Honorables. That origi- 
nal gift to the city became what we now know as the Old State 
House, one of Boston’s most distinguished buildings and pre- 
Revolutionary meeting houses, sad to state, in a current state of 
disrepair. 

The Ancients moved to Faneuil Hall in 1746, to allow more 
room for their maneuvers, and have remained there over the past 
241 years. You have maintained, free to the public,a museum with 
relics of every war in which this country has engaged, which serve 
as an adjunct to the public tours of the hall itself. In return, you are 
able to meet within one of the more priceless monuments to 
American democracy, Faneuil Hall. 

Just before his inauguration in January, 1961, John F. Kennedy 
said to the Massachusetts Legislature, “For those to whom much 
Is given, much is required.” In this spirit, you, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, have worked with our elected 
officials, and myself, to begin what might be the most extensive 
Sead of Faneuil Hall since it was rebuilt by Charles Bulfinch 
in ‘ 

To fully restore Faneuil Hall will be a noble achievement for the 
City of Boston, the National Park Service, and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, and, most importantly, for the 
United States of America during the celebration of the bicentennial 
of the United States Constitution. 

: LastJune, we received $571,000as the first part of that Congres- 
sional appropriation. Within the next two weeks, the Congress of 
the United States will be acting on a pending appropriation of $6.4 
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million to complete the restoration of Faneuil Hall. When the ap- 
propriation comes, it will be a mighty achievement. 

To the incoming Captain Commanding Tierney, I might add 
that it will be most appropriate, most appropriate, in the 350th 
year of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, that the 
Congress of the United States has seen fit, through the hard work 
of many members of this Company, the elected officials of the City 
of Boston, and many others across-the-board who have come 
together to work unselfishly to make this happen. (Applause.) 

Members of the Ancient and Honorables have always been in 
the midst of democratic causes, especially those related to war and 
rebellion. From the time your organization was chartered in 1637 
by Governor Winthrop, your members fought in the early Indian 
Wars of the Massachusetts Colony and the French and Indian War. 
They participated in the Boston Tea Party and were numbered in 
the Sons of Liberty. 

Some members joined the American Expeditionary Forces of 
World War I and many of you here fought in World War II and 
Vietnam. 

The history of the Company has interlocked with the history of 
this country. Your members have included United States Senators, 
a Secretary of State, governors, jurists, distinguished military men, 
and Presidents in both the 19th and 20th Century — Monroe, 
Arthur, Coolidge, and Kennedy. 

To take an interest in the preservation of Faneuil Hall is the 
natural extension of the Ancient and Honorable commitment to 
preserving our democracy. The Faneuil Hall Restoration and 
Preservation Trust has received an initial generous response from 
your membership nationwide. We thank you for your continuing 
support. 

In closing, with the pending federal appropriation that will 
address the structural and architectural restoration of the build- 
ing, the Preservation Trust will work to enlarge awareness of 
Faneuil Hall, locally and nationally, and establish an endowment 
for the continuing repairs the hall will require in the decades and 
centuries to come. 

In the next month and a half, we will be working with the staff 
and others to further refine the goals of the trust so that we can 
begin the public campaign. Let us continue to work together in a 
successful partnership for the future. Thank you. (Applause.)

Captain KOUGHAN. Gentlemen, be seated. 

At this time, I would like to introduce the head speaker of the 
evening, General Paul Xavier Kelly. 

Native of Boston, product of the Boston school system, gradu- 
ate of Villanova in 1950, Second Lieutenant, United States Marine 
Corps, June, 1950, with 31 years of service. 

His commands have included everything from Lieutenant to 
General. He was CO of the Marine detachment, U.S.S. Salem, CO 
of the Second Force Recon Company, Commander of the British 
Royal Marine Commandos in Singapore and Aden, Commander 
of the Marine Barracks at Newport, Rhode Island, Commander of 
the Second Battalion, 4th Marines,(the Magnificent Bastards) in 
Vietnam, CO of the First Marines in Vietnam, Commanding 
General of the Fourth Marine Division, first Commander of the 
Rapid Deployment Joint Task Force, Assistant Commandant of 
the Corps for two years, and its present Commandant, its 28th 
Commander, now in his fourth year. 

His awards include the Distinguished Service Medal, Silver 
Star, two Bronze Stars, three Legions of Merit, and several foreign 
awards. 

I think you have heard enough from me, now. I would like to 
present the Commandant of the United States Marine Corps, 
General Paul X. Kelly. (Applause, all rising.) 


General PAUL X. KELLY. I told you two years ago, I flew 500 
miles to come talk to you; now, you're going to listen. Besides, this 
may be my last public speech before they put me out to pasture. 

There’s one individual here tonight that I’d like to recognize, 
and that’s the first Medal of Honor winner from our Korean War, 
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Captain Tom Hudner, a very, very personal friend. Tom, it’s great 
to be with you. 

Tomand I goback far too many years; I guess we’d like to forget 
how many, but — (pausing). 

You know, I have so many people to thank tonight. Al Johnson; 
Tony Spadorcia, who came out today to greet me; Bill Cavanaugh; 
and it’s always great to arrive in Boston and see three familiar 
faces; and Bill Koughan, for all you’ve done today, it really was a 
memorable day, and I thank you from the bottom of my heart. 

I thank the Registry Police, the State Police, the Boston 
Police, who did such a good job, also; and the Governor, and the 
Speaker of the House, and the President of the Senate; and con- 
gratulations, Paul, to you and all the officers of the slate for 1987- 
88. 

You know, who the hell would have thought, years ago, that I’d 
be here as the guest of honor of the prestigious Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company? As I said today, some people will 
do anything to get out of Washington, but this is one of the greatest 
honors — and I mean this very sincerely — this is one of the 
greatest honors of my life and I want to thank you all, each of you, 
from the bottom of my heart for making this day a reality. 

As I said to Bill and the officers today, Washington’s a funny 
town, and sometimes you do get jaded. Harry Truman said — and 
he meant it sincerely, I know — that, in Washington, if you want 
a friend, a real friend, an honest friend, a true friend, a sincere 
friend, a lasting friend, then get yourself a dog. (Laughter) 

But, you know, I thought about that for a long time, and I 
remember that scene from Inspector Clousseaux, from the Pink 
Panther, when the inspector walked intoa hotel and went up to the 
desk to register, and he looked downas he was registering and he 
saw this big, sleeping dog. And he said to the desk clerk, “Mon- 
sieur, does your dog bite?” 

And the desk clerk says, “No, Monsieur, my dog does not bite.” 

And Clousseaux reached down to pet the dog and the dog, 
being very rudely awakened, snapped and bit Clousseaux in the 
hand;and he said to the desk clerk, “Monsieur,” he said, “I thought 
your dog did not bite.” 

He said, “That’s correct, Monsieur, but that is not my dog.” 
(Laughter.) 


So, even in Washington, you may think that a dog is your best 
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friend; but you have got to make damnsure thatit’s the right damn 
dog. 

All of these great kudos today are really totally beyond me. I 
don’t have the slightest damn idea — people say, “How did you 
make Commandant?” and I tell them, “I don’t have the slightest 
idea.” 

My wife was shocked when I made Major; and that’s not totally 
beyond reality. I always remember, at Villanova, I had a great 
priest who was my economics professor; and old Father Bartley 
told me on graduation day — he made two observations. 

He said, “Kelly,” he said, “you know,” — and I was an 
economics major; he said, “You know, Kelly, if all the economists 
in the world were laid end to end, that would probably be a good 
thing.” But his most profound observation, which summed up 
four years of my life, — and he had me for four years as an 
economics professor; he said, “You know, Kelly,” he said, “you're 
an A student, but you’re content with C’s, because A’s are soon 
forgotten and good times aren’t.” 

‘And thatsums up four years of my lifein college. (Laughter and 
applause.) ; 

You know, I saw, I literally saw patriotism today in our 
generation; and I’ve heard what has been said; and I deal, every 
day, with young Marines, and we have 199,600 young Marines 
today, at least, younger than] am. And somehow, at times, I’mnot 
sure, even, how good they are, that the values are quite as deep as 
the values of our generation. ; 

You know, I flew-out of Washington this morning, and I was 
telling the House and the Senate today, and I glanced down at our 
nation’s capitol; and I saw the Washington Monument, the Jeffer- 
son and Lincoln Memorials, the Capitol, the White House, and the 
Iwo Jima statue, all laid out in their majestic splendor. Andit truly, 
still, no matter how many times I do it, it still gives mea chill. 

Now, I looked down at Charlie Hoar and others who I have 
talked to today, and I remember my sort of inculcation, my cutting 
of my teeth on patriotism;and there area lot of you who remember 
my father. On the 7th of July, 1943, which was a bright, sunny day 
in Denver, Colorado, | arose early, with great expectations, to go 
to Fitzsimmons General Hospital to visit my father, who was then 
a patient, an Army officer, in Fitzsimmons General Hospital. 

And instead, that morning, I was givena watch, a ring, a wallet, 
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a flag-draped casket, and I, as a young, 14 year old boy, was given 
aset of orders issued by the Army that I was to be the escort of this 
casket from Denver, Colorado, to Boston, Massachusetts, for its 
final resting place. 

And I nurtured this casket, this flag-draped casket, and it was 
a year of the war, and we were pushed off at train sidings and other 
places, and I would run up to the baggage car just to make sure 
that, for some reason, that casket wasn’t removed, by mistake; 
flag-draped and, for 2,000 miles, 1 watched the American flag over 
the casket of my father. 

And I learned to love that flag, probably as deeply as anybody 
in this country has ever loved the flag of our great country. And I 
am not sure that, in many cases, we all have that same feeling, — 
not that we should, and I wouldn’t wish that upon anybody. But, 
after the experience that I have had, recently, with our young 
Marines in Moscow, I sometimes have to ask myself a very 
sobering question, — and that is, could it be — and it is a question 
— could it be that the young Americans today do not have those 
traditional values as deeply as we have felt them, sort of the 
bedrock of our nation — the love of God, the love of country, and 
love of fellow man? And it’sa very serious question that I think we 
have got to ask ourselves . 

Because I was devastated to think that several young Marines 
could be guilty of allegations dealing with espionage, a word that 
was totally foreign to my language; but yet, they are. 

Now, we have got to remember that our young men and 
women, today, were small children in their very, very formative 
years during the upheavals, the tremendous upheaval, that this 
nation experienced as a result of the Vietnam War; and they recall 
from the influences of television, where we literally had Ameri- 
cans in the streets, burning that same flag that draped my father’s 
casket. 

And then they had Watergate, where there confidence in one of 
our most respected institutions, the Presidency, was totally shat- 
tered. And then, now, we have — and I’m not being critical; I’m 
being honest — we have, in far too many situations, where our 
mothers of today are either forced to or desire to work, leaving the 
moral and spiritual upbringing of their children to some nameless, 
faceless child care center. 

And then, finally, when you think of it, finally, God, God was 
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taken from our schools. What next? What next, patriots? Think 
about it. 

Now, we have institutions for everything else in this country, 
and maybe we need an institution that will teach us patriotic 
values, an institution that could explore and develop ways where 
we can restore the old-fashioned values that I saw out there 
marching today with each and every one of you. 

And let me tell you something: even pro bono, without charge, 
I would be the first to volunteer. 

(Applause.) 

Tonight, let me, in my own small way, just as a moment of 
thanks to you, let me try to give patriotism a slight nudge forward. 
It was on the 4th of July in 1895 that Katharine Lee Bates — how 
many know who Katharine Lee Bates was? You do know; I’m 
going to tell you. 

She stood on the summit of Pike’s Peak, and Katharine Lee 
Bates was impressed by the greatness of her country, and she 
provided us, ladies and gentlemen, with a very, very important 
part of our heritage. And let me just share with you her words; and 
V'll ask, when I’m through, if the bandmaster can pick up, and I 
might ask you to do something; so, be ready, Bandmaster. 

Katharine Lee Bates said, in 1895, 


“O beautiful for spacious skies, 

For amber waves of grain, 

For purple mountain majesties 

Above the fruited plain! 

America! America! 

God shed his grace on thee, 

And crown thy good with brotherhood 
From sea to shining sea! 


“O beautiful for pilgrim feet, 
Whose stern, impassioned stress, 
A thoroughfare for freedom beat 
Across the wilderness! 
America! America! 

God mend thine every flaw, 
Confirm thy soul in self-control, 
Thy liberty in law. 
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“O beautiful for heroes prov’d 

In liberating strife, 

Who more than self their country lov’d, 
And mercy more than life! 

America! America! 

May God thy gold refine, 

Till all success be nobleness, 

And every gain divine! 


“O beautiful for patriot dream 

That sees beyond the years 

Thine alabaster cities gleam 

Undimmed by human tears! 

America! America! 

God shed his grace on thee, 

And crown thy good with brotherhood 
From sea to shining sea!” 


Let’s stand and join me in the first verse of “America !” 

(The first verse of “America, the Beautiful!” was thereupon 
sung by the assembly.) 

God bless you! (Prolonged applause.) 


Captain KOUGHAN. Three cheers for General Kelly! 
(Three cheers were then given to General Paul X. Kelly.) 


Captain KOUGHAN. Gentlemen, be seated. 

General Kelly, you soon will close your military career and, like 
all good military officers, we all look forward to an attitude 
adjustment hour, once or twice a week, or a Bloody Mary brunch 
on Sunday morning, So that you will not be lacking, we have made 
a little presentation to you, sir. 

The inscription reads, “General Paul X. Kelly, Commandant of 
the United States Marine Corps, aremembrance of June Day, 1987. 
Brigadier William P. Koughan, Captain Commanding, 1986-1987,” 
and you are going to have 12 friends, because we are going to give 
you 12 silver cups. (Renewed applause.) 

T have one other small presentation. Each year, the Captain 
Commanding gives a gift to the people who made his trip. There 
are only 220 of these in the world; the die has been smashed. Here 
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is one of our Fall Field Day Tour of Duty remembrances, General 
Kelly. (Renewed applause.) 

Gentlemen, please give your attention to the Adjutant for the 
Ninth Regular Toast. 

Adjutant MOORE. Ladies and gentlemen, would you please 
rise for the final toast of the evening. 


The Ninth Regular Toast 

We stand here this evening proud to be members of this great 
organization. We stand here this evening glad to be friends of 
those that are members of this great organization. 

Organized in 1637, chartered in 1638, a Company that has 
known four of its members to rise to the highest office of this land, 
President of the United States of America, — James Monroe, 
Chester Allen Arthur, Calvin Coolidge, and John F. Kennedy. 

A toast for our Company, which has always stood and always 
will stand for the best in citizenry. 

To the Company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts.

This year has been successful only because of my staff and my 
sergeants. Would you all please rise? (Applause.) 

I would also like to recognize two of my sons who are members 
of the Company, one who has come today from Pennsylvania tobe 
with us tonight, my son, Captain Bill, and my son Captain Frank, 
from Swampscott. (Applause. ) ; 

Gentlemen, as a young student at Mission Grammar School in 
Roxbury, a much maligned section of Boston in the last 20 years, a 
section that has produced more Captains Commanding than any 
other section of our great city, it was here in Roxbury thatI notonly 
learned the rudiments of the three R’s, and the fear of the Lord, but 
I also received a great sense of patriotism from the good school 
Sisters of Notre Dame.

THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 


Each year, from Grade I, at our assemblies in St. Alphonsus 
Hall, we extolled the love of country anda sense of love for the flag. 
I vividly recall a presentation during Lincoln’s Birthday of that 
year where we did a production on the Battle of Fredericksburg. 

A line from that exercise extolled the bravery of Barbara 
Fritchie, who confronted the rebel commander, General Stonewall 
Jackson. The lines in that little poem that remain with me today 
are, “Up rose old Barbara Fritchie, then bowed low with her three 
score years and ten.” 

As a young fellow not yet ten, I thought three score was a 
helluva lot of years and that she was very, very old. But here I am, 
gentlemen, three score years and ten myself, as Captain Com- 
maning-outgoing of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany. 

But] want to assure you, gentlemen, that I want to live another 
score, plus two or three, to be eligible as a 50 year member and 
enjoy the benefits of a free trip, compliments of the Company. This 
spirit of patriotism that these wonderful nuns instilled in me is still 
with me to this day. It has been my theme this year 

Living through the Sixties, with draft card burnings, the American 
flag sewnon the backsides of hippies, I felt that love of country and 
the flag should be the theme of my year. And 1am so proud, when 
we were in Leningrad, to hear a Russian military band play “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” like I had never heard it played before, and 
having Lieutenant General Medchekov and Brigadier General 
Klotchkov of the USSR salute our colors as we trooped the line. 

We have all heard Kate Smith, time and time again, sing “God 
Bless America,” but never has it been played with such gusto than 
it was at the Church of the Rocks in Helsinki by the Finnish Army 
Band and, Major Palosaari, we thank you for that. 

I know my successor, Paul Tierney, an educator like myself, 
will inculcate the same spirit of patriotism as he leads the Com- 
pany to London and Rome this fall. 

Gentlemen, raise your glasses to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts! (Applause.)

(Whereupon, at 10:10 o’clock p.m., the 349th Almiversary 
Banquet of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts was duly adjourned.)

FANEUIL HALL BOSTON, MA 02109 


HISTORY AND ADMINISTRATION 


Faneuil Hall was constructed in 1742 in an early public - private 
partnership. Merchant Peter Faneuil provided both the idea and 
the funds, and approval was granted by the Selectmen of Boston. 
Since then Faneuil Hall has endured by a combination of public 
and private beneficence. 


Declared a National Historic Landmark in 1963, the last major 
improvements to Faneuil Hall were undertaken in the 1930’s, and 
the building today is in generally poor condition. The building 
exterior is in need of major rehabilitation, including repair of 
deteriorated masonry and repair and refinishing of woodwork. 
Interior mechanical and electrical systems are outdated and new 
systems as well as improved heating, ventilating, and air-condi- 
tioning systems should be installed. Interior finishes are in need of 
restoration throughout the building, and security and fire detec- 
tion systems need to be updated. The plumbing system is also 
seriously deficient. Basement level vault ceiling support members 
are badly eroded, and water seepage into transformer units also 
poses a serious hazard. 


Faneuil Hall is in need of all these repairs, not only to restore the 
structural fabric of the building, but to ensure its story be told to 
generations to come. 


In 1984, public officials from the City of Boston and members of the 
Ancientand Honorable Artillery Co. began to discuss establishing 
a vehicle to restore, maintain, and better interpret Faneuil Hall. 
Participating in the discussions were representatives from the 
offices of Mayor Raymond L. Flynnand Congressman John Joseph 
Moakley, J. Edward Roche, Commissioner of the City of Boston 
Real Property Department, John J. Burchill, Superintendent of the 
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Boston National Historical Park, and Captain Commanding Sylvester 


Ray as well as other members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. 


The Boston City Council established the Trust in May, 1986. Philip 
M. Doherty, Esq. was appointed Executive Director. 


Five trustees were named at that time. They are the Hon. Mayor 
Raymond L. Flynn, the Hon. Bruce C. Bolling, City Council 
President; the Hon. J. Edward Roche, Commissioner of Real 
Property, Chairman, the Hon. Joseph I. Mulligan, Jr., Corporation 
Counsel, and Capt. Commanding William P. Koughan of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. 


In 1987 Mayor Flynn will select a board of Directors and Advisors 
to include members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
and to represent a cross section of the City. 


The board of directors will be the primary fundraisers and thy or 
their successors will participate during the entire life of the Trust. 


The board of advisors will be composed primarily of principals of 
hotel, development and public relations firms, the media, repre- 
sentatives of the academic, arts, preservation communities, and 
neighborhood leaders. They will provide technical expertise and 
solidify a grassroots support for the Trust within all of Boston’s 
neighborhoods. 


FUNCTIONS AND PURPOSE 


The Faneuil Hall Restoration and Preservation Trust was estab- 
lished in May, 1986 by the Boston City Council. Five trustees were 
named at that time. They are the Hon. Mayor Raymond L. Flynn, 
the Hon. Bruce C. Bolling, City Council President; the Hon. J. 
Edward Roche, Commissioner of Real Property, Chairman; the 
Hon. Joseph I. Mulligan, Jr., Corporation Counsel; and Capt. 
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Commanding William P. Koughan of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Co. Philip M. Doherty was appointed Executive Director. 
The purpose of the Trust is twofold: 


a to establish a permanent endowment for the res- 
toration and maintenance of Faneuil Hall, its in- 
frastructure, architecture, and historical interpre- 
tation; and 


2. todevelop, sponsor, and support educational and 
cultural activities in order to foster appreciation 
of Faneuil Hall and its historical role as a living 
forum and monument to free speech. 


Faneuil Hall is owned by the City of Boston and managed ina joint 
operating agreement with the National Park Service (NPS). Cur- 
rently, the NPS is administering an initial FY 1986 appropriation of 
$571,000, part of a $5.4 million dollar package to renovate Faneuil 
Hall structurally and architecturally. The remainder of the pack- 


age, the construction component, could be approved by Congress 
in FY 1987. 


In early 1987 members of the National Park Service and the City of 
Boston Real Property Department will testify with U.S. Rep. John 
Joseph Moakley before the House Committee on Appropriations, 
to help promote passage of the construction component of these 
funds through the Congressional appropriations process. 


After the renovation funded by the FY 86-87 Congressional appro- 
priation is complete, the permanent endowment component es- 
tablished by the Preservation Trust will help ensure that the 
structural and historical integrity of Faneuil Hall will never again 
be subject to the exigencies of municipal budget constraints, the 
Congressional budgeting process, or changes in the local and/or 
national administrations. 


The fund will be permanent, invested in various interest-bearing 
securities, with the earnings reinvested. It will cover needed 
maintenance, preservation, and presentation, including historical 
interpretation. Routine maintenance will be accomplished by the 
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National Park Service and the City of Boston as part of their joint 
management responsibilities for Faneuil Hall. 


In conjunction with the National Park Service, The Trust will also 
use a number of methods - forums, lectures, visual aids, etc. - to 
convey to visitors the historical significance of Faneuil Hall. 


The Trust’s specific educational/cultural program activities will 
be determined by the Trustees and the Board of Directors when 
those bodies begin to meet regularly in 1987. However, some 
projects have been proposed, such asa state-wide public speaking 
contest for the more that’90,000 high school seniors in the Com- 
monwealth, with scholarships being awarded to the finalists. 


Another project might be to catalog the artifacts and antiques 
which are now stored in the attic above the Armory. Although this 
would bea lengthy and time consuming task, the end result would 
be an updated public display showing the continuous historical 
development of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
since its inception. 


FUNDRAISING 


The Trust has received two corporate contributions to date, from 

ack Daniel Distillery and The Bostonian Hotel. Additionally, 
approximately $200 is received each week from individual dona- 
tions to the receptacle recently installed in Faneuil Hall. 


Fundraising consultants advising the Trust have suggested that a 
substantial base - approximately one quarter to one third of the 
fundraising goal - be established before the public campaign to 
solicit donations begins. 


A fundraising goal of $3 millionis likely, subject to approval by the 
Trustees. Funds will be solicited from individuals, corporations, 
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and grant foundations. 


The Trust will offer different levels of participation to individuals 
and corporations, with different benefits attached to each. 


HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


In 1740 Peter Faneuil, a wealthy Boston merchant of Huguenot 
descent, offered to provide Boston with a combined markethouse 
and public hall. The town accepted his proposal. The structure was 
designed by John Smibert. Originally two stories high and 40 by 
100 feet, the building was Georgian in style and displayed distinc- 
tive architectural features, namely brick pilasters and open ar- 
cades to the central market echoed by round-arch windows above. 


The grasshopper weathervane at the apex of the cupola was also 
distinct - a copy of the one atop the Royal Exchange of London. On 
the second floor were certain offices of town business, and a great 
hall large enough to seat 1,000 persons. 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery company came to Faneuil 


Hall in 1746 from the Town House, or what we now call the Old 
State House. 


Fire swept through Faneuil Hall on January 13, 1761, and only the 
brick exterior walls were left standing. Reconstruction began 
almost immediately and the building was reopened in 1763. At the 


ceremonial opening, James Otis dedicated the building to the 
“Cause of Liberty.” 


In 1764 and 1765, John Hancock and James Otis led a series of 


protest meetings against the Stamp Act in Faneuil Hall. One of the 


oe ee of these meetings was held the morning of August 


During the remainder of 1768 and 1769 the Sons of Liberty, 
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including Samuel Adams and John Hancock, continued to use 
Faneuil Hall as the center of their agitation for colonial self- 
government. With the passage of the Tea Act, John Hancock 
moderated the first of a series of tea meetings in 1773 which 
culminated in the famous Boston Tea Party of December 16, 1773. 


After the Tea Party representatives of Boston and the neighboring 
towns and villages gathered in Faneuil Hall to formulate plans for 
resistance to military rule and to draft circular letters to the towns 
of Massachusetts and to the other colonies soliciting their coopera- 
tion and support. The sense of common cause generated by the 
Faneuil Hall meetings and the circular letters were kept in large 
part responsible for rousing the colonies as a whole to a fighting 
pitch when the news of Concord and Lexington came in April, 
1775. 


In 1805-06 Faneuil Hall was tripled in size by the design of Charles 
Bulfinch, the leading architect of New England. He increased the 
number of end bays from three to seven and added a third story, 
allowing construction of galleries at the sides and rear of the great 
hall. The arched open arcades that had provided access to the 
market area on the first floor were filled in with windows corre- 
sponding to the arched windows of the second floor. 


During the 19th century, Faneuil Hall heard the voices of William 
Lloyd Garrison, Frederick Douglas, Wendell Phillips, Charles 
Sumner, Thomas Wentworth Higginson, and other notable Aboli- 
tionists. 


On December 8, 1837, and anti-slavery rally at which Ralph Waldo 
Emerson and Wendell Phillips spoke attracted a crowd of over 
5,000. Phillips, the son of Boston’s first mayor, John Phillips, said: 
“Those who cannot bear free speech had better go home. Faneuil 
Hallisno place for slavish hearts.” In January, 1842, William Lloyd 
Garrison unfurled a petition in Faneuil Hall signed by 70,000 
Irishmen urging support for the Abolitionist cause. On December 
18, 1865, Abolitionist William Lloyd Garrison celebrated the adop- 
tion of the Thirteenth Amendment prohibiting slavery with the 
people of Boston. 
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Susan B. Anthony and Julia Ward Howe both spoke at Faneuil Hall 
between 1900 and 1907, when a number of meetings were held 
there in support of women’s suffrage. 


In our time, John F. Kennedy chose Faneuil Hall as the place to 
close his victorious campaign for President on election eve - 
November 7, 1960 - witha 30-minute nationally televised address. 
In September, 1986 Corazon Aquino, President of the Philippines, 
addressed Bostonians in Faneuil Hall ata state dinner. Let us begin 
the work necessary to provide quarters for liberty into the next 
millennium.
